SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Freedom: 


The fall term of school opened on September 2nd, 
and for the third successive year the Village School 
alone is being maintained. This necessitates six trans- 
portation routes, but an examination of the transpor- 
tation table at the end of this report will show that 
there is but a small group of pupils in any one of the 
outlying districts, and as long as this condition exists 
it seems unwise, and financially unprofitable, to reopen 
any of the outlying schools. 

The total enrollment at the beginning of the fall 
term was 59; at the present time it is 50, due to the 
fact that several families have moved out of the dis- 
trict. It is encouraging to note that the attendance 
for the pupils in the upper grades has been unusually 
good during the past eighteen weeks, and if this con- 
tinues throughout the year, the result will be gratify- 
ing. 

I wish to call your attention to the list of Freedom 
boys and girls attending high school and academy 
found at the end of this report. Sixteen is a large

group for a town which does not maintain a high 
school of its own and whose total elementary school 


enrollment is under sixty. It shows that the Freedom 


young people are ambitious in a high degree and that 
the parents are awake to the impotan-e of a broader 
education than the elementary’ schools can give. It 
is alco an indicaticn cf the increa ei interest which is 
be'ng manifested today in education, and in which our 
ctate i+ teking a prominent part.

But it should 
ke clearly understood that theze estimates or rating: 
very wicely w:th different teacher’s, and an importance 
is sometimes attached to them far beyond their true 
value. 

In the last few years much attention has been 
g ven to standardized tests, and inasmuch as they are 
sc entifically devised for accurate measurement and 
are designed to eliminate possible errors in judging 
work. they are a valuable aid in checking up the teach- 
er’s es.imate of the individual! pupil. During the latter 
part of last year the Pintner-Cunningham Mental 
te t was g.ven to the Freedom primary children and 
the National Intelligence Tests to the intermediate 
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and grammar school groups. The results of these 
tests have been of great aid in determining the capaci- 
ties of the children and have in a few cases led to a 
revision in the grading. But however valuable it may 
be to secure an accurate and impartial gauge of each 
child’s capacity and his attainment in the subject mat- 
ter of the school program, we must not forget that the 
dominant purposes of education are the inculcation of 
right habits and qualities that make for efficiency and 
character. | 

The money appropriated at the last annual meet- 
ing of the district for improvements at the school- 
house seems to have been wisely expended. An abv'n- 
dant supply of water in each room for washing and 
drinking purposes is not only convenient but makes for 
habits of cleanliness. The stove drum for the upper 
room makes the heating much more effective, and the 
case of maps aids greatly in the work of the geogra- 
phy and history classes.
